Thirteen hundred men and women 
at the dinner tables and several hun- 
dred others in the gallery as ‘spec- 
tators heard old doctrines expounded 
and’ new issues discussed. 

Nearly all of those who have been 
mentioned as Presidential candi- 
dates, with the exception of Géver- 
nor Smith of New. York, were. pres- 
ent,- and, in .brief speeches, ave’ 
their views. as to the .wisest course 
for the party to follow. Trouble was 
avoided by putting controversial 
subjects,. such ag the wet and dry 
issue, temporarily into the’ back- 
ground. 

But. if Governor Smith was absent 
in person his name was on every 
tongue and a letter from him to the 
dinner, which was read by George R. 
Lunn, former Lieutenant, Governor 
of New York, was.one of the out, 
standing features of the evening.

Hospital Recalls Health —— 


From the Administration Building we drove through the well-kept 
grounds surrounding the residences of officials and employes to the Ancon 
Hospital, which is operated by the Health Department of’ the Canal Zone. 
Colonel. E. K. Wurzel, the Superintendent, received:me and conducted me 
through the hospital. 

I was interested in the Ancon Hospital because through the work of 
the Health Department during the construction days of the canal Panama 
was. changed from a pest hole of disease'to a place famous for its hospitals. 

Patients come here now from all parts of Central.and South America 
for treatment by the specialists at the hospitals.. In many cases both delay 
and the hardships of travel aggravate the conditions from which these 
people are suffering. : ae 

During the past year the army aviators stationed: at France: Field 
have brought sick and injured people from remote parts of the interior 
by airplane to the hospitals for treatment ‘in urgent and emergency cases. 

They made ten such trips last year and were responsible for saving a 
number of lives. They flew various kinds of ships, including ambulance 
amphibians and bombers. .In.a number of cases they carried nurses with 
the patients and mothers with their children. 

The: establishment of a regular air service north and — from 
Panama would provide comfortable and quick: means of bringing people to 
the hospitals here. 


Inspects Forts After Army Review. - 


After leaving the hospital we stopped at the Balboa High School and 
then went to Fort Amador, where I witnessed a review of the 4th and 65th 
Regiments of the Coast Artillery with Major Gens. William S. Graves 
and Malin Craig and Brig. Gen. William Cruickshank. 

Fort Amador is located at the Pacific entrance to: the canal and is 
built on ground that was dumped there from the cut. at Culebra, now 
called Gaillard, during the construction days of the canal. From the 
mainland an automobile road and a railroad connect. with the islands. near 
by, which are fortified for the protection of the canal. 

After the review of the troops I was shown the fortifications on the 
islands and found ‘it an interesting experience. 

Returning from Fort, Amador, the next stop was at the Balboa Club- 
house to’ witness an -exhibition of the Red, White and Blue Troop of 
juvenile swimmers. This troop is-composed of American boys and girls 
ranging in age from 4 to 18 years. They showed remarkable training 
and skill. 

I attended a public reception at 4 o’clock, accompanied by Colonel 
Burgess, the Acting Governor, and addressed a large group of the employes 
who are operating the Panama Canal.

Another important point is the fact that. shipping documents that 
miss a ship while the cargo.goes forward could be sent by airplane to 
catch the ship at the canal.

Over 6,000 commercial vessels passed through the canal last year. An 
air mail service would be of great benefit to this great volume of shipping.

When I last saw the cut it was filled with steam shovels and dirt 
trains carrying out the last earth before the breaking of the dike that 
filled the canal with water from the Chagres River. That.was thirteen

JOFFE PROPHESIED 
TROTSKY’S TRIUMPH 


In Letter Before Suicide'He Also 
Charged Soviet Wouldn’t 
ie Aid Him.

MOSCOW, Jan. 12—The Soviet has 
granted an allowance of 150 rubles a 
month to the first wife, the invalid 
daughter and small son of Joffe, the 
sick Opposition leader who in No- 
vember shot himself through despair 
and as a protest against the way he 
was treated by the Bolshevist Ad- 
ministration. In a letter written a 
few hours before his suicide to his 
“Dear Leo Davidovich” (Trotsky), 
publication of which was not per 











clared that the present Administra- 
tion would ‘no nothing for his fam- 
ily, whom he entrusted to Trotsky, 
expressing his confidence that the 
Opposition would ‘‘triumph and take 
over the Government at no distant 
date,” adding ‘‘I solemnly declare, 
and a dying man can’t lie, that you, 
Trotsky, were always right and 
Lenin told me you were right.”’ 
Detailing his grievances Joffe 
stated that, despite an urgent report

Jan. 12.—The .Confer- 
ence ‘of Industrial Cooperation, ‘pro- 
moted by Sir Alfred Mond and an 
associated group of English capital- 
ists, began. in London today when a 
number of the leading industrialists 
met the General Council of the Trades 
Union Congress and decided on a 
main program. The atmosphere of 
the meeting was sober but optimistic, 
with one striking exception. That 
was A. J. ‘“‘Emperor’ Cook, the 
miners’ Secretary and a professed 
Leninist. 

At a meeting of the general council 
before the assembly of the confer- 
ence,, Mr. Cook delivered a violent 
protest denying the council’s consti- 
tutional right to enter relations with 
any body of employers in the.man- 
ner proposed, When he left the coun- 
cil ‘meeting. Mr. Cook declared. that 
there had been ‘‘rows all morning”’ 
and that he was going to the confer- 
encé hall at Burlington House to re- 
peat his protest.

exactly as he has since the first day 
he. arrived here. I have. never seen

SEVEN OTHER WOMEN 
EXECUTED IN STATE 


Five of Them Were Hanged and 
the Other Two Died in the 
~~ Electric Chair.” 


Seven women have paid the death 
penalty in New York State before 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder. Five were 
hanged and the last two were put to 
death in the electric chair. All were 
married and all were mothers. 

The first woman to be executed 
for murder in this State, according 
to the ‘records, was an innocent vic- 
tim of circumstances. She was 
hanged for a crime which she did 
not commit. She was Mrs. Marga- 
ret Houghtaling, who was hanged 
for strangling her own child in 1817. 
Public horror and false testimony of 
neighbors brought about her convic- 
tion. A few years after she had 
gone to the gallows another woman 
confessed the crime on her death- 
bed. 

Mrs. Alice Runkle and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Van Valkenburg were convicted 
of poisoning their husbands and 
hanged, Mrs. Van Valkenburg at 
Johnstown, Jan. 24, 1846, and Mrs. 
Runkle, who lived at Utica, at 


Whitesboro in 1849. 

The next woman to die also was 
convicted of poisonin pes husband. 
She was Mrs.. Anna ony arrested 
at her home in Poughkeepsie in 
January, 1852, after an autopsy re- 
vealed that a large quantity of arse- 
nic had been administered to her 
husband: Her case aroused great 
public interest because she was an 
expectant. mother. Friends circu- 
lated titions for clemency. Gov- 
ernor ashington Hunt refused to 
heed the public clamor, but he did 
postpone the execution. She was 
finally hanged on July 30. 

There was also a widespread pub- 
lic appeal to save Mrs. Roxalana 
Druse, convicted of the murder of 
her husband at Herkimer on pes 
18, 1884. Her daughter rg Re 
also convicted. of complicity in the 
crime and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, but was pardoned after serv- 
ing eight years and married an of- 
ficial of the Onondaga Penitentiary, 
where she had been confined. Her 
mother in a statement before she 
went to the scaffold Feb. 28, 1887, 
exonerated the daughter. 

The first woman put to death in 
the electric chair was Mrs. Martha 
Garretson Place, the wife of William 
W. ‘Place, a Brooklyn insurance ad- 
juster. She had been housekeeper 
for Place, a widower, and his daugh- 
ter Ida at Hancock Street, 
Brooklyn, and later was married to 
him, She become insanely jealous of 
the 17-year-old girl and attacked her 
on —S 7, 1898, first throwing acid 
eyes, then hacked her with 
an axe, then smothered her. Mrs. 
Place attempted to take her own 
life. with gas and was unconscious 
when the rome came to investigate.

Hears Argument on Stay. 

Justice Levy vacated the stay he 
had granted on Wednesday ‘shortly 
before 5 P. M. yesterday at the con- 
clusion of a hearing on the applica- 
tion by the Attorney General to 
vacate it. Justice Levy. announced 
his ‘ruling immediately —— peat

Federal Writs Sought. 

Harlier in the day, Mr. Miller, of 
counsel for Gray, rushed first to the 
Federal Building, then across to the 
Woolworth Building in which Judge 
Goddard’s chambers are located. He 
approached Judge Goddard’s chamb- 
ers, entered alone and very soon 
came out, announcing that he was 
going to the Federal Building to 
have his papers signed. He was then 
seeking a writ of habeas corpus for 
Gray. 

Soon he was in conversation with 
Clerk Gilchrist. He presented his 
application for a writ to the clerk, 
whose duty it is to approve or dectine 
to approve such a paper before send- 
ing it to a Federal Judge. Mr. Gik 
christ read the document carefully, 
shaking his head and frowning from 
time to time.

paper, handed it back to Mr. Miller.

— Melas Says Factory 
Would Aid Country and Benefit 
- the Auto Industry. 


Henry Ford should establish a man- 
ufattufing plant in Greece, not only 
for his-own benefit, but for the bene- 
fit of the Greeks, in the opinion of 
Commodore Constantine Melas, Gre- 
cian ‘naval hero and diplomat, who 
arrived here several days ago to 
study American methods: of social 
education. After a visit to the Ford 
industrial exposition at Madison 
Square Garden, Commodore Meas} 
said: 

‘“‘We have nothing in Greece that 
is comparable with the Ford organi- 
zation. If Mr. Ford should estab- 
lish an automobile plant in Greece 
it would not only be of great benefit 
to the Grecian people of all classes, 
but it would also create Grecian 
friendship for and admiration of 
American people. . Too many people 
in our: country today think of indus- 
trialists as being mere money 
makers. Henry Ford’s methods of 
utilizing his industry to give people 
work, to pay them higher wages and 
to produce things which are of great 
benefit to all people would open their 
eyes. 

“Such.‘a venture in Greece would 
be most profitable also to the owners 
of the business. Greece is now en- 


gaged in the greatest program of

The vital importance of the auto- 
mobile industry to the prosperity of 
the United States was emphasized by 
Alfred P. Sloan Jr., President of the 
General’ Motors Corporation, and 


{Roy D. Chapin, President of the 


National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, at a luncheon to the auto- 
mobile industry given by the Mer- 
chants Association at the Astor yes- 
terday. Both speakers . Lape 70 
their statements with, 

asserted that the automotive in 

wag the greatest industry in the 
country as measured by the voltme 
of its business, having passed steel 
and steel products two or three years 
ago.. The annual volume of business 
in the industry, according to Mr. 
Chapin, is $5,000,000,000. 

The speakers emphasized the num- 
ber. of persons dependent upon the 
industry for their well-being and 
purchasing power as consumers of 
commodities in general. Mr. Chapin 
said that the automobile industry 
could ‘‘account for the employment, 
directly or indirectly, of more than 
4,000,000 of the population of these 
United States,”” and Mr. Sloan, tak- 
ing into account the families and 
other dependents of these people, 
said he thought it “perfectly con- 
servative to make the statement that 
from 10,000,000 to 15,000,000—at least 
10 per cent. of the people of the 
United States—are linked up directly 
with, their purchasing power definite- 
ly predicated on, the» prosperity of 
this industry.’’ 


General Motors as ‘Example. 


Speaking for General Motors alone, | 2Fe 
Mr. Sloan said that with its 75,000 
stockholders, 200,000 employes, 20,000 
affiliated distributing organizations 
and 4,000 suppliers of parts and ma- 
terials the prosperity of the corpora- 
tion affected ‘‘a very appreciable per- 
centage of the people of the United 
States.’’ 

Mr. Chapin added this point: 

“This past year economists seem 
generally to agree that a certain 
amount of the falling off of business 
which we know occurred in the latter 
part of 1927 was accounted for by a 
diminution in the volume of the auto- 
mobile business.’’ 

This diminution in the volume of 
the automobile business was attrib. 
uted to the fact that ‘‘one of the 
largest manufacturers of automo- 
biles,”” in the words of Mr. Sloan, 
“was not producing cars.”’ Although 
neither speaker mentioned any name, 
their hearers understood the direct 
reference to Henry Ford. 

Both speakers agreed that as Mr. 
Ford’s stopping the production of his 
cars had adversely affected business 
as a whole his resumption of opera- 
tions would stimulate ———— this 
year.

a. generally prosperous 1928.

\ALONE OR WITH MANY. 


Lord CrciL, of whom it may be 
said -that his zeal for world peace 
has “eaten him up,” is yet not.so 
blinded by that zeal that he cannot 
sée the futility of a general paper 
renunciation: of war withovt some 
very specific provision for settling 
controversies between peoples asa 
substitute .for that agency which 
has been employed from the begin- 
ning:of States as an “ instrument 
Of\policy.” It is not in the nature’ of 
things that human beings will not 
defend themselves when attacked, 
whatever their resolves. This is 
true of nations as well as of indi- 
viduals... What then? There must 
be some step taken to prevent such 
aggressive action. This makes nec- 
essary practically a definition of ag- 
gression. Such a definition is to pe 
found in the Treaty of Locarno, 
which nam?s as an aggressor «the 
Power which uses the ancient. in- 
strument, war, in violation of its 
pledge that all who are parties.to 
this international agreement must 
first take their cases of grievances 
to an established peaceful means of 
settlement. 

France is <t present under such 
a pledge to its neighbors in ‘the 
League of Nations. To make a 
treaty with her under this definition 
of aggression is not to make a new 
treaty of alliance. It is but to ex- 
tend our old treaty in a more: ef- 
fective form., It -is, moreover, to 
take the first step toward ‘associat- 
ing ourselyes..in. a practical way 
with the other nations also in out- 
lawing war, and so moving toward 
ultimate renunciation of what ‘should 
no longer be ‘necessary, among civ- 
ilized peoples,\.or in the world at 
large except as a police force in 
keeping the peace of th2 earth. 











THOMAS HARDY. 


The few survivors of those who 
had the fortune to read “ Under’ the 
Greenwoou Tree,” in uncritical sand 
enjoying youth, perhaps regret that 
the music of that rustic flute kept 
not for long its happy country tone. 
That is a narrow view. Those 
“ Shakespearean rustics ” seem much 
less ‘“‘ Shakespearean” now. HARDY 
had his strong work to do. He was 
to take the meal out of the mouth 
of fiction, to reveal his convictions 
not of the doubtful, but the sombre, 
fate of humankind. He was to give 
his version of the immemorial con- 
flict between instinct and Will. Some 
of us may think that his most solid 
success in the direction which, amid 
much fluctuation and diversity, he 
mainly followed was “The Return 
of the. Native’ fifty years ago. 
There, with essential unity of time 
and place; the chief Hardyan scheme 
of life was set forth. 

There were deplorable infelicities 
of style; but one doesn’t go -pri- 
marily to HARDY for style, though 
his is usually adequate for the 
“great scenes”; and the end of 
“Tess” is a model of restraint and 
dignity. In “Tess” and “ Jude,” 
sometimes, we almost hear an exas- 
perating echo of GEORGE ELIOT'S 
“philosophical. digressions.” ‘The 
bitterest foes of that “ objectivity ” 
which his devotees ascribe to him 
stick their unwelcome noses into the 
drama. His world is mostly without 
the sound of childish laughter. In 
the main, his..women are creatures 
of impulse’ and slaves of love. « His 
mén are, frank amorists or high- 
brows of the intelligentsia like Angel 
Clare or—-and these are best to meet 
with—simple, sturdy, self-controlled 
_|matures-like Gabriel Oak. These Jast 
must have been forgotten by, the 
persons, who accuse HARDY of Hav- 
ing a grudge against the human 
race.

THE. ETERNAL MYSTERY. 

The man who saw the first man 
die’ could have. readily understood 
why that ancient King of Ur, 
whose tomb has recently been exca- 
vated by archaeologists: of the Brit- 
ish Museum and the University of 
Pennsylvania, took so many re- 
tainers. and so much personal gear 
into the darkness of the hereafter 
with him. Despite all the advance 


‘of civilization, despite all religion 


and all philosophy, the miracle of 
death remains as the one incompre- 
hensible thing. in the minds of most 
of, the human race. . This King of Ur 
in Mesopotamia, six thousand years 
ago, knew no more than we now 
know what adventures he might en- 
counter in the land of shadows. And 
being a king, with the power of life 
and death over his household, his 
servants and his nation, he appar- 
ently decided that there was no rea- 


‘son why he should take any chances. 


So he arranged for a general 
transition with him of all those ‘per- 
sons, animals and equipment which 
added to the comfort and security of 
his daily life. His asses might be 
needed. to transport him over .the 
road of Paradise, who knew? His 
wives could, in his primitive mind, 
have no remaining purpose after the 
death of their lord. The asses might 
need their grooms, so he arranged 
for their simultaneous death also. 
And since this ancient King of Ur 
had no clear idea what sort of estab- 
lishment the gods: would expect him 
to maintain during eternity, or what 
their service facilities were, he natu- 
rally hed his house steff cttend him 
into the shades. 

It is all savage and mystic, and 
civilization. has gotten more tender 
and practical about the whole thing. 
Granted that the modern man knows 
materially no more about what. he 
shall have.to face in the hereafter 
than the ancient King of* Ur, he re- 
solves ‘the doubt in favor of \the liv- 
ing instead of in his own behalf. 
Therefore, except for a few places in 
the world, no human or animal sac- 
rifices attend the passing of a soul. 
Man has determined that his destiny 
must be’ met alone, and that every 
one has the same right of discovery. 
Until those devoted men of science, 
who watch the dying in an effort to 
discover the effect of the moment of 
their confrontation with the other 
world, penetrate one fraction of the 
Unknown, . humanity. will. probably 
continue to deal with death as the 
greatest individual adventure. 

The First’ Citizen of Ur of the 
Chaldees, was not like this. selfish 
King. For to: him had béen’ vouch- 
safed ‘the gift of spirituality, and 
when ABRAHAM was gathered to. his 
fathers he made the journey alone.

As he is right when he says that 
both President CooLIDGE and Con- 
gress are opposed to competitive 
building, there is reason to believe 
that Congress will not commit the 
country. to an unrestricted building 
program. 


PANAMA AND PEACE. 


From Balboa in the Panama Canal 
Zone comes the laconic notice that 
traffic through the canal in. 1927 
was. greater even than the peek 
year of 1924, when for the first time 
it exceeded the traffic through Suez. 
The fact is particularly worthy of 
notice at this time, when America’s 
“ imperialistic” designs in Central 
America are being so vehemently 
condemned as utterly selfish and 
brutal. ; Just twenty-five years ago 
an_ act of America’s “ imperialistic ” 
policy was bein,; even more violently 
denounced—the recognition of the 
independence of the Panama Repub- 
lic... And yet that recognition made 
possible the rapid construction of 
the: canal, “which, while of vital im- 
portance to the. interzsts of the 
United States, has brought increas- 
ing benefits to Latin-Americans and 
to the world at large. Conceived 
largely as- a military. measure—as 
was Suez—it nas, like Suez; become 
one of the greatest arteries of peace 
and commerce in the world. Most 
of the. trade is, of course; for Ameri- 
can account, and consists of oil and 
other raw materials carried from the 
Pacific Coast to Atlantic ports and 
of miscellaneous return cargo. But 
nearly a fifth of the traffic is now 
with the west coast States of Latin 
America. .The canal has. brought 
them thousands of miles:nearer Eu- 
rope and our own Atlantic Coast. 

An analysis of the tonnage in- 
crease shows that while ‘the total 
traffic is greater than in 1924, the 
oil traffic is less by nearly 20 per 
cent. This disposes of the conten- 
tion put forward when first the oil 
traffic became large, that it gave 
an artificial stimulus to the cant 
tolls: It is true’that if the ‘unlikely 
should happen and this commodity 
no longer .be.carried, the .oss would 
be great. Yet not only is it improb- 
able that this item will suddenly de- 
crease, but it is: more than likely 
that the increase of other commodi- 
ties will steadily continue. In other 
words, the upward curve of traffic 
through the canal. is almost certain 
to continue rising. It is more than 
possible that. the prophecy - of the 
distinguished French engineer, Colo- 
nel .BUNAU-VARILLA, that the canal 
would be taxed to its limit. within 
the next fifteen or twenty years will 
come true. One of'the moving spirits 
of the old French company that be- 
gan’ the canal, Colonel ‘BUN-AU-VA-~ 


have correctly foreseen the rate of 
increase up to date: 

The value of the Panama ‘Canal 
in time of war is clear to: thought- 
ful persons. But the figures of traf- 
fic increase relate to its value in 
time of peace: It-is-in order to be 
able. to meet the demands of peace- 
ful commerce that the Panama Ca- 
nal ‘will have to have its facilities 
increased or will have to be’ supple- 
mented by a canal in Nicaragua. 
‘While the time when this will be- 
come necessary is still distant, it is 
by no means. too.early to plan for it. 
The problem is’ of world concern, ‘s 
the canal is now one of the principal 
channels of world trade. What the 
‘best solution will be is ‘not yet, clear.

radiation is of vast astrophysical im- 
portance.

Betts’s conclusions, Certainly the ‘League 
of American ._Wheelmen war. ‘‘committed’’ 
to. goo] roads, as were thousands of others, 
for many years prior to. the. actual achieve- 
ment of good roads; prior to the advent of 
the bicycle, for that matter. 

The point which I insist’ upon, however, 
is that all--of--these “‘commmitments;- peti- 
tions and the like did not result in good 
roads, but: that the: advent of low-priced 
automobiles did so result, ‘since’ not untif the 
motor car was within’ the reach of’ every- 
body were the ordinary citizens willing to 
be taxed for roads upon which to run it. 1 
did not mean to imply. that Henry Ford ever 
teok any part Whatever in the good-roads 
movement other than te supply the cheapest 
ear. That, however, proved far more effi- 
cient as a means of getting good-roads than 
all the organizing and petitioning which had~ 
been done. before. 

Nor did lL attribute to Amos G. Batchelder 
the paternity ofthe, Federal aid idea: that 
was at least as old.as. Thomas Jefferson's 
time. I merely’ credited “him-with the con- 
ception of Federal aid as a political pork 
barrel, and as an issue around which to 
rally the organized. motorists of America. 
And, again, my point is that Mr. Batchel- 
der's..plan worked..and the plans ot the 
earlier agitators to the same end did not 
work. That is not to detract from their 
glory; simply the time was not ripe when 
they were on the job.:-Which brings us back 
.to «where we started, namely,,that the au- 
tomobile, not. the bicycle, made good roads 
necessary and, therefore, possible.

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Published as usual after the stock 
market had closed, the Reserve 
Board’s statement of brokers’ loans 
showed another increase for the 
week. The $9,550,000 addition was 
not large, as such things go, but it 
compared with decrease of $27,426,- 
000 in the corresponding week last 
year. Whereas there was practi- 
cally no net addition to the account 
in the first two weeks of last Jan- 
uary, it has risen nearly $102,000,000 
in the fortnight past. These com- 
parisons are unavoidable; they will 
lend increasing interest to subse- 
quent returns. 

Sterling moved forward again. It 

practically reached $4.87% for sight 
bills, having thus regained more 
than % cent from the low price of 
Monday’s reaction. This has hap- 
pened notwithstanding the fact that 
the New York money market is now 
almost at a parity with London. Al- 
though no more gold has moved from 
New York to London, the Bank of 
England's weekly statement showed 
that, in American values, $13,000,000 
gold has been added during the week 
to its gold reserve. It thereby starts 
the year in exceedingly strong posi- 
tion, holding $17,500,000 more gold 
than at this date in 1927 and $53,000,- 
000 more than in 1926, also with a/pocn 
reserve ratio far above the January 
percentage of any year since 1915. 
If this foreshadows the general trend 
of 1928, we shall soon hear more of 
the plan for amalgamating the ‘‘cur- 
rency notes” with the Bank of Eng- 
land notes and unifying the British 
currency. There is no reasonable 
doubt that Bank and Government are 
working toward that consummation; 
it may not impossibly be announced 
in the April “budget speech,” as was 
the resumption of gold payments in 
1925. 
In the French Bank’s weekly atate- | we 
ment, the signs of greatly increased 
accumulation of foreign exchange 
was a foremost point of interest. 
Markets were lately startled by es- 
timates from Paris, fixing the pres- 
ent total of these foreign credits at 
$1,250,000,000, whereas $1,000,000,000 
had been the figure previously ac- 
cepted. But the weekly statements 
by the Bank of France have reflected 
the fresh accumulation. The account 
which is made up mostly of such 
holdings has risen $50,000,000 in the 
past two weeks and nearly $100,000,- 
000 since the middle of December: in 
yesterday’s statement it was $220,- 
000,000 greater than in the period, 
last Summer, when the earlier esti- 
mates were published. 

Apparently, the return flow of ex- 
fled French capital has been greatly 
accelerated by belief in approaching 
gold resumption. The bank has 
bought the foreign drafts through 
which this huge fund has been trans-

Representative Watson Declares 
Business Demands Rapid 
Mail Communication.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 12.—Estab- 
lishment of air mail service between 
the United States and Latin-Ameri- 
can countries was strongly urged 
here: today by Postrhaster ‘General 
New, Assistant Postmaster General 
Glover and Representative Watson, 
Republican, of Pennsylvania. 

Appearing before the House. Post- 
office Committee, they emphasiz:d 
the need, for the service to Southern 
republics and pointed» out the activ- 
ity in this_field of German, French 
and other European aviation corpora- 
tions. They told the committee the 
French Government had authorized 
large sums for air lines bepieg toe 
France with South America and tha 
the Pan-American Airways, Inc., had 
drafted plans for. good-will tours into 
Central erica. 

They insisted that this Government 
must. be ‘‘up and doing’’ if it ex- 
pected to a foothold with air 
service in -America. They told 
the committee that at the outset air 
lines to the South would have to be 
subsidized, that in the beginning the 
service’ would cost about $1,000,000 
a year, but that within ten years it 
would probably be self-sustaining. 

‘Néw Praises: Lindbergh. 

Postmaster General New praised 
the work of Colonel Lindbergh on 
his Pan-American flight, declaring it 
would undoubtedly advance plans to 
link’ the: United’ States: and South 
America by air mail lines. 

Replying to questions, Mr. New 
said the air 1 service within the 
United States is beginning to pay. 
He had no doubt that international 
air mail would pay in the long run.
